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As  American  consumers  have  indicated  their  desire  to  buy  and  use  increasing  amounts  of  frozen  foods, 
facilities  for  preparing  and  distributing  them  have  expanded,  and  the  number  of  foods  and  prepared  dishes 
available  in  frozen  form  has  increased.    A  typical  distributor  of  frozen  food  in  Chicago  rents  freezer  space 
in  a  large  cold  storage  plant,  handles  many  different  brands,  considers  its  field  employees  as  salesmen, 
first;  truck  drivers,  second.
